Serial Number 1 notes are coveted among collectors for 
the obvious prestige of owning the first note off the block.

Our 
sale features two such pieces. The New Zealand 1934 10

the Dominion of Canadas 1923 $2 A Block Serial Number 1 
with what we believe, after tracing the pedigree of the note, 
is Prince Edward of Wales signature. 

We are pleased to offer some exciting Design Proposals and 
Artist Proofs, including but certainly not limited to a Qatar 
Monetary Agency 500 Riyals design. This uniface design 
showcases some of the typical features found on notes 
from that agency at the time. The design was never issued 
to the public, so it is plausible that the note is unique. We 
will also be offering an exemplary Artist Proof of an Indian, 
Hyderabad Hand Painted 1000 Rupee Note seen printed on 
Waterlow & Sons thick cardstock. A significant feature of 
this proof is the Waterlow & Sons stamped seal embossed 
on the bottom right. This is another proof we feel is likely 
unique, as this was not the design that was ultimately chosen 
for the issued version of the note. 


Two Specimen Proofs highlight the French section of our 
catalog. These are prominent notes that we have never 
offered, and that you will be unlikely to see again in a 
public auction for quite some time.

The book also has a few pages that contain a variety of 
vignettes and motifs that were used by the mentioned printers in their designs. All of the specimens are mounted onto thicker card stock 
pages. The Specimens each contain punch cancellations at their signature panels and red Specimen serial numbers and overprints. Over 
100 Specimen pieces are seen in addition to over 40 vignettes. Some of the interesting pieces include a page with a trio of 100, 500, and 
1000 Sucres from the Banco Internacional in Guayaquil, Ecuador. Each note is larger than average with the notes increasing in size with 
the denomination. A couple of rare Specimens from Barranquilla, Colombia are also seen in denominations 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 50 and 100 
Pesos. 

Another interesting set contained in the book is P-S121- S126, 1 to 100 Pesos from Guatemala’s Banco Colombiano. These notes are all 
seen with the entire salvage still attached which is incredibly rare, especially fully in tact.

The CBNC claimed it was not intentional and a 
friendly settlement was sought to resolve the matter. 

The oral history from the consigning family states that the note was given to The Prince of Wales (later King Edward VIII) when 
he was visiting Canada in 1923. He signed the note and presented it to his aide-de-camp, Eruity Metcalf The aide-de-camp was 
in charge of the Princes visit to the Royal family’s ranch in Alberta, Canada. The note made its was back to England and traded 
hands between friends of ADC Metcalf before it entered the family of the current owners in 1986. In 1986 a friend of the current 
owner brought the note from England to Expo 86 in Vancouver and rather than sell it to a dealer, the hosting friend directly 
purchased the note. While the signature has not been authenticated, we feel we have gathered enough information to assume that 
it is likely that it is. It is fair to assume that the handful of other Dominion and Chartered #000001 notes that exist probably share 
a similar type of history. But it is certainly rare to be able to trace back a note’s pedigree to its original presentation to The Prince 
of Wales.

Once it 
became a known island, it was visited by other seamen thereafter. It was formally annexed to Great Britain in 1888. By 1902 it was 
used as part of the All Red Line, a system of electrical telegraphs that linked much of the British Empire, when it became a relay 
station for the Trans-Pacific Cable between Canada and Australia.The station was later attacked by the Germans in 1914 posing 
as the French. By the time employees noticed, it was too late. The cable station was ruined, and became inoperable. However, a 
connection was reestablished two weeks later thanks to Hugh Greig, who dove for the severed ends of the cable. 

Then in 1942, US Soldiers were stationed on the island. A depletion of the supply of Australian Currency occurred as the influx of 
soldiers caused a shortage of money to go around. R.G Garrett, who managed the area, ordered 3,000 emergency banknotes from 
Honolulu to fulfill the demand. His signature is printed on the bottom right of all the banknotes. However, many of those notes 
were never actually issued. Most of these scarce examples that exist today are cut in half, because they were once used as admission 
tickets for movie theatres. Those halves eventually became one and two Shilling notes and were recirculated. Very few notes are 
known to be fully intact. This note however, is one of the very few survivors. It is seen here in immaculate condition, and far nicer 
than any that have been available in public auction.

As one of the most visited and recognizable structures in India, its widely accepted that the 
purpose of the monument was to be at the cities center and signify the eradication of the plague. There are in fact many other 
theories and explanations as to why it was built ranging from celebrating the Second Islamic Millennium, to a tale where one 
historian believes Qutb Shah constructed the Charminar because it was where he first saw his Queen. However, many established 
historians have stated that is false, even though in some circles that story is still shared today. 

When it is all said and done, it cannot be argued that this version of the 1000 Rupees design is more desirable from a visual 
perspective, than the actual issued note.

made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com- 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stacks Bowers.
